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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 3 7 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 13 
December 2006 has been entered. 

Drawings 

The replacement figures 5a-5c were received on 13 December 2006. These 
drawings are objected to due to two control lines with the same legend, Low Power 
Mode, from the processing unit to two different devices with respect to the description in 
the Specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 6 and 9-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 

being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 

which applicant regards as the invention. 
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As to claim 6, the claim states "a power management unit operably coupled to 
the wireless interface unit, the processing unit and the clock generator wherein the 
power management unit controls the power consumption of the wireless interface 
device by providing a first power level to the clock generator when the wireless interface 
unit in is the first operating state and providing a second power level to the clock 
generator when the wireless interface unit is in the second operating state." In view of 
the drawings and Specification, how this control function of the power management unit 
is accomplished is unclear. It is considered this claim language is in regard to an 
embodiment associated with figures 5a-5c and not figure 5d as discussed on page 19, 
lines 6-21 of the Specification. In the embodiment for figure 5d, the enable input of the 
oscillator is driven directly by the low-power mode signal LPM generated by the 
processing unit, the power management unit is apparently not utilized. Whereas for the 
embodiment to figures 5a-5c, page 9, line 1 5 to page 1 0, line 1 1 of the Specification 
indicates a "low-power mode" control signal is used to cause the power management 
unit to switch between dual operating modes, thereby controlling power to the RF 
module and the clock generator depending on the specific operating mode. However, 
page 17, lines 1-16 of the Specification discusses operation of the dual mode clock, the 
embodiment of figure 5a where "the status of the low-power mode signal LPM is 
inspected." without a clear indication of which device is providing the inspection, the 
dual mode clock or a power management unit. It is not clear whether control of the dual 
mode clock is provided directly by>the LPM control signal from the processing unit or via 
the power management unit, which derives control based on the LPM control signal. 
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Consequently, it is suggested the claim language, figures and the Specification are 
amended with respect to the function and associated control/ signal connections of the 
power management unit for agreement to clearly indicate the relationship of the power 
management unit within the wireless interface system of claim 6.
